A new table delicacy has come out 
of Mexico, and a correspondent of tho 
New York Evening Post says th a t It 
eau be produced w ith equal facility 
and In unlim ited quantities on 
tho 
hitherto practically barren plains of 
th e S outhw est 
The M exicans call It 
“queso de tu n a,” which, being Inter­ 
preted, m eans cactus cheese. 
The cac­ 
tus plant Is covered w ith sharp spines, 
which protect it from cattle and other 
anim als which would devour and ex­ 
term inate it if It were not so guarded 
by nature. 
It grows so abundantly on 
th e plains of 
Mexico am i our own 
Southw est th a t for two or three years 
scientific experts have been trying to 
discover some use for it, being con­ 
vinced th a t n atu re would not have 
m ade so much of anything th at was 
good for nothing. 
T heir efforts have 
been 
rew arded. 
From 
th e 
cactus, 
despised and rejected 
of 
men 
and 
beasts, to the cactus cheese, guaranteed 
to delight epicures who have learned 
to like It, Is but a step. 
T he corre- 
spondent intim ates t Hut fondness for 
this cheese, like th a t for some other 
bra min, m ust be be acquired, but Ollie 
acquired its indulgence will be a joy 
forever. 
One learns th a t the fru it of the cac­ 
tu s “looks for all the world like a fine 
grade of chocolate.” 
It Is put up in 
packages about the size of a pound of 
butter, and, when w rapped in tinfoil. 
Is sate from deterioration. 
A nother 
use to w hich the plant is put is the 
m anufacture of syruji, and a sort of 
jelly can be produced which is said to 
resem ble Scotch m arm alade in the ease 
w ith which It lends itself to pleasing 
com bination w ith bread or crackers. 
Since the discovery th a t the cactus 
<*ould be m ade to m inister to hum an 
needs, the D epartm ent of A griculture 
has been experim enting w ith a view to 
learning w hether it m ight be treated 
so as to provide fodder for cattle. 
It 
Is found th a t if the plants are cut am i 
left to “soak in th eir own Juice” for 
h alf a day, the sjiines b e ^ m e harm ­ 
less. and cattle are very fond of the 
cactus in this state. 
An attem jit is 
being m ade to develop a sm ooth type 
of cactus, and while It is possible that, 
w ithout care, a harm less plant so rel­ 
ished by several anim als besides cattle 
m ight become extinct, it is believed 
th a t a variety w ithout spines m ight 
he cultivated w ith p ro fit 


laving to this day. but others, though 
young, are now dead. leaving to the sur­ 
vivors the memory of a brave example, 
the unanswered question o f a useless life, 
iived and lost.

Cause* of Failures. 
Some interesting figures have recently 
been published in B radstreet’s showing 
the number of business failures last year 
in the United States and the causes to 
which they are attributable. 
It is stated 
that there were 1.201.H62 concerns en­ 
gaged in business in HHH. ami that of 
these HUUS failed, or considerably less 
than I i»»r cent of the whole, a lower jrar- 
ceiilage than has occurred in any year 
since 1S82. save in the year Pkg). 
B radstreet’s classifies the causes of fail­ 
ures under eleven heads, and gives also 
the number which it regards as attributa­ 
ble to each cause. 
Of the eleven, “lack 
of capital” takes the lead as most pro­

Annoyance* and UlMcouiforta. 
I lie custom of riding the circu it was, 
of course, born o f necessity, for in the 
early days th ere w as not sufficient le­ 
gal business in any one of th e sm all 
com m unities to supjnirt a law yer, to say 
nothing of a law 
firm. 
Beople 
who 
w anted 
to 
begin 
law suits 
usually 
sought th eir advisers 
in 
th e larg est 
tow n in th eir vicinity, o r w aited th e 
arriv al of the circuit Judge and th e a t­ 
tendant bar, when they could look over 
the field, and pick out the m ost av ail­ 
able champion. 
Frequently, 
how ever, 
the local attorneys w ere retained 
to 
prepare the papers, w ith instructions to 
select a good m an for the court w ork 
when the circuit-riding b ar arriv ed on 
the sirane. 
T here w as, therefore, an ex ­ 
cellent chance o f securing good business 
by constant attendance on th e itin e ra n t 
court, and the law yer w ho visited all 
the counties w as certain to be m ore 
widely know n th an any of his fellow 
practitioners. 
A t th e tim e of Lincoln’s 
second partn ersh ip w ith H erndon, how ­ 
ever. such work w as m ore a m a tte r of 
choice th an necessity. 
D oubtless th e 
firm could have m ade a satisfacto ry ln- 
conie had the senior p artn e r devoted 
him self to the courts nearest his home 
and m aintained a branch office In th e 
d ista n t counties, as other law yers d id ; 
but he liked th e freedom o f th e road, 
and the happiest days o f his life w ere 
those he passed on these long legal 
tours. 
T raveling th e circuit w as com para­ 
tively com fortable in the fifties, but it 
still lacked som ething of th e luxuries, 
and a t tim es It involved hardships, 
which could be surm ounted only by th e 
best of health and spirits. 
T he inconvenience and discom forts o f 
the life w ere a t tim es alm ost un b ear­ 
able, bot Lincoln w as never known to 
join in the frequent protests an d com­ 
plaints of his associates. 
Indeed 
Lls 
sense of hum or often saved th e situ a ­ 
tion and m ade it tolerable, lf not enjoy­ 
able, for him self and others. 
H e saw 
th e comic side of all th a t irrita te d men 
of more nervous tem peram ent, an d he 
disposed of annoyances w ith a laugh so 
h earty and InfectJous.that even the dis­ 
gruntled victim s o f petty m isfortunes 
had to Join In his ruirtn. 
In an Indo­ 
lent easy m anner he studied th e various 
tjp e s of hum an n atu re encountered on 
the road. took a d irect personal Inter­ 
est in Hie people he met, and m ade 
friends a t every stopping plaoe. AI1 the 
court clerks and county officials w ere 
glad to see him come am i sorry to have 
him d e p a rt; he had a w arm welcome 
.it e \e ry tavern door, arni ail sorts and 
conditions of m en claim ed his close 
acquaintance. 
B ut, despite this general 
popularity, Lincoln w as not, as he has 
frequently been depicted, a irresponsible 
hail-fellow -w ell-m et, fam iliarly known 
as "Abe,” who w ent about slapping peo­ 
ple on th e l>ack and encouraging sim i­ 
la r salutations. 
No thing could be fu r­ 
th e r from the tru th than 
this. Judge 
W eldon Inform ed the w riter th a t La all 
his acquaintance w ith Lincoln on the 
circ u it th e only person he ever heard 
address him by his first nam e w as a 
street urchin whose im pertinence as­ 
tonished th e fu tu re P resident quite as 
m uch as It am used him, and there is 
no reason to believe th a t he courted 
such fam iliarities a fte r be reached m a­ 
tu rity .—From Frederick

Surprising facts regarding the inade­ 
quacy of the coast artillery force were 
Cr ought out in the recent examination of 
Secretary T aft by the Senate committee 
en m ilitary affairs. 
The Secretary pre­ 
sented data showing that the present au­ 
thorized force of coast artillery is suffi­ 
cient to provide one relief for only .‘{4 
per cent of the guns, mines, range finders, 
etc., actually installed or authorized for 
th.? coast defenses of the United States. 
This is exclusive of reserves, supports, 
etc., and is based upon the actual num­ 
ber of officers and nom required if the 
entire force could be mustered in line and 
each man marched to his position. It was 
shown also that there is an average short­ 
age of more than .'JO per cent in the coast 
artillery companies, and that because of 
this shortage less than Ho per cent of the 
defenses actually can be manned by troops 
now in service. 
In case of a sudden out­ 
break of w ar To per cent of the coast de­ 
fenses would have to remain idle until 
volunteers or raw recruits could be trained 
to handle the high jsrwer guns, mines 
and position-finding systems. 
This great 
shortage is said to bo due to the fact that 
tho pay is not sufficient to induce men to 
enlist for the coast artillery. Representa­ 
tive Hull of Iowa has presented a bill in 
Congress which carries larger pay for cer­ 
tain grades in the coast artillery that re­ 
quire technical skill and increases the 
aurh.)riz»d strength by about fi.000 officers 
and men. 
This bill, if passed, will raise 
the authorized strength to 45 per cent of 
th at required for one relief.

SOME STRIKE STATISTICS. 


Statisticians on both sides have mad® 
some estimates of the effect of a general 
suspension of coal mining. 
They figure 
that there now are about 450,000 union 
miners and mine laborer®, aud 150.000 
of them are estimated to la* in the hard 
coal field. 
This altogether would mean 
strike conditions to about 2,OOO,(*00 per­ 
son:*. 
Estimating the average miner'® wage* 
at $425 a year, the miners’ loss in wages 
would be $2,500,000 a week. 
It has been 
estimated that the reduction of 5.55 per 
cent in wages accepted by the miners two 
years ago reduced their aggregate annual 
wages $1S.«XJ0,<#*0 or $20,000,000 a year. 
Tile great IIH*2 anthracite strike was 
declared May 12 and it ended Oct. 23. 
The estimated loss of receipts by the 
operators was $46,10(M*00, the loss in 
wages to mine employes was $25,(KXI,CKK*. 
There was a decrease in freight reieipts 
of transportation companies amounting 
to $28,0*10.000. and incidental losses added 
many millions more, bringing the aggre­ 
gate loss far pbove $100,000,000. 
The miners at this time have approxi­ 
mately $400,000 in their national treasury 
and have $2,01*0.001* in district, sub-dis­ 
trict and local treasuries. There is a lit­ 
tle more than $3,<N 10,000 in hard cash 
available for a suspension. 
The fu lly 
paid-up membership is .‘{25,000 men. The 
per capita defense fund in all these treas­ 
uries is a little Jess than .Sit* to the man. 
However, these funds are not evenly 
distributed. 
More than $000,000 of the 
money is in the Illinois district treasury, 
and if belongs to th** Illinois miners ab­ 
solutely. 
Ohio has approximately $150,- 
(KNj in its district treasury, the two In­ 
diana districts an aggregate of $125,000, 
but many of the improvident districts 
have practically no district funds on hand.

The New York State branch of tho 
American National Red Cross has issued 
a statem ent as to famine condition® in 
Japan. 
“The famine in Japan.” the statement 
says, “ which has been considered for some 
time moderately serious, is now known, 
as the result of reliable private advices 
received by the New York State Red 
Cross, to In* one of the most terrible star­ 
vation emergencies of modern times. 
“The failure of rice crops, which at one 
time was believed to be limited to certain 
classes only, in the northern provinces, 
has been found to be general in those parts 
of Japan, and conservative estimates place 
the number of starving Japanese at from 
SOO.OOO to 1.000.000 person®. 
For those, 
owing to extended 
rains last summer 
which have ruined the rite and other food 
crops, there is absolutely no relief in sight 
until next October, when a new harvest 
will be available. 
“As if this were not bad enough, the 
present winter has been one of the most 
severe in Japan in many y e a rs. 
The stun 
of $ I <>,000, OOO will be required to save the 
Japanese country people. 
This is esti­ 
mated by allowing for a cost of ten cents 
per person per day.” 
A special meeting of the Japanese fam­ 
ine committee has been called for Mon­ 
day. 
The committee is now considering 
whether it is wise to undertake the collec­ 
tion and transportation of food as well as 
money. 
Already two food experts from 
Japan have been asked to prepare a food 
list showing what American staples can 
be used.

TV VO., erected by the reclamation Bervie-? 
as a temporary structure to divert tho 
waters of the river* while the Pathfinder 
dam is being built, has been washed away. 
When the waters swept through the im­ 
mense masonry man> workmen barely es­ 
caped with their lives. The dam had been 
built at a cont of nearly $100,000. Small 
cabins and barns floated down on the 
swollen stream, which, spreading over the 
lowlands, caused great loss to stockmen 
and ranchmen. 
Miles of the lowlands ara 
flooded. 
The flood is the worst in recent years. 
The Platte river from the Colorado line 
to Nebraska, a distance of 500 miles, is 
running over its banks and flooding the 
adjacent country. 
Nearly all of the 
streams in the State are in flood. Reports 
of missing ranchmen, damage to ranch 
and other property and drowning of live 
stock are being received. 
The railroads 
are having difficulty in 
traversing the 
flooded territory. 
The floods are due to 
melting snow. 
A report from Lander says thqt 3,000 
sheep belonging to Charles Souther, which 
were housed in a

were 
drowned. 


The Santa Fe Central railroad has 
been sold to C. W. Tollmadge of Chi­ 
cago for $2,500,000. 
The line is IIH 
miles long and connects the Denver and 
Rio Grande at Santa Fe with the Santa 
Fe system at Torrance. 
In the recent slump of Chicago trac­ 
tion securities, following the adverse de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court in the fran­ 
chise case, it is reported that John I). 
Rockefeller and his associates experienced 
a loss of $3,(XX*,000. J- P. Morgan & Co. 
als^ were heavy losers. 
The Japanese government has entered 
upon a policy of government ownership 
of railways, the House having voted, 243 
to IOO, to take over the Seottl-Fusan line 
in Korea. 
The minister of finance says 
that all of the home railways will Im* pur­ 
chased within five years at an estimated 
cost of $250,000,000. 
The Chicago and Northwestern rail­ 
road are making an extra effort to do 
their part towards purifying the atmos­ 
phere of Chicago. 
Already they have 
equipped their engines with a hollow 
arch, which serves as a smoke consumer 
when the locomotive is in motion, and has 
been found satisfactory. 
W ithin the last 
three weeks, they have made further at­ 
tempts to eliminate the smoking of their 
yard engines, and are exjierimenting with 
smokeless coal. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
manage­ 
ment has announced that it will proceed 
at once to carry out its long-contemplated 
project of constructing a separate double 
track railroad from Pittsburg to Phila­ 
delphia and N-*w York. 
The main ad­ 
vantage of this project is that it will en­ 
able traffic managers to separate freight 
and passenger trains entirely, thus avoid­ 
ing expensive sidetracking of slow trains 
in order to operate fast ones. 
The line 
is expected to cost $30,01 KUNN) and to re­ 
quire three years to complete, together 
with extensive freight terminals. 
Behind the remarkable offer 
of 
the 
Philadelphia and Western Railroad Com­ 
pany to give the Quaker City a competing 
system of rapid transit for both freight 
and passenger traffic, with surrender of 
franchise in thirty-five years, besides pay­ 
ing the city from 2 to 5 per cent of the 
gross earnings, there was understood to 
be the plan for the entry of a new ter­ 
minal connecting with some branch of the 
Gould system. 
Thus at last, through the 
recent reform upheaval. Philadelphia has 
been released from the clutches of a rail­ 
road monopoly and Gould’s lifelong am­ 
bition to secure an eastern tidewater ter­ 
minus ie to be realized.

is an electrically propelled car th at car­ 
ries its own power station, obviating the 
necessity for a trolley |***!e and a third 
rail or trolley wire.

near it is a hundred-and-fifty hors**-power 
gasoline engine. 
The engine runs the 
dynamo, and the dynamo produces power 
to run the car.

There are two ways in which every­ 
m an who takes pride in his garden 
likes to excel his neighbor. 
One is 
In having the earliest products and 
the other is in having the largest. A 
man may earn a reputation for hating 
the sw eetest peas, the crispest let­ 
tuce or the most mealy potatoes, but 
all this is eclipsed by one big squash 
or turnip, or one vine of early tom a­ 
toes, though none of these prizes may 
be any more than tolerated for the 
table. 
Earlinesss is the result of conditions 
favorable for rapidity of growth and 
quick m aturity. 
A warm soil still 
further improved by the addition of 
available plant food and an abundant 
of humus. 
A lktle nitrogen in some 
form is good at the start, but later 
it encourages a growth of Cop which 
retards m aturity. 
This is mot objec­ 
tionable in case of some vegetables, 
but is not advisable for others. 
The 
treatm ent w*hich would be fitting for 
lettuce and a~i»aragus, or other plants 
grown for the top, would not be com­ 
mendable for tom atoes and beans, or 
plants grown for their fruit. 
A bal­ 
anced ration is most reliable in this 
case, and barnyard m anure serves 
the purpose best if it is to be had.

CORN GROWERS ARE USEFUL. 
W hile fully recognizing the value 
of the corn crop in all sections and 
particularly in the W est, where it is 
so largely grown, the fact rem ains 
th at more of it is wasted than should 
be. 
W estern farm ers wear out them ­ 
selves and their horses plowing under 
cornstalks which could be put into 
the ground much more easily and in­ 
expensively but cutting 
the 
stalks, 
shredding them and feeding them to 
the stock, so as to have the m anure 
for the soil. 
If humus is needed it 
can be much more easily supplied than 
by plowing under cornstalks. 
Farm ­ 
ers of the E ast can not understand 
why their brethern of the W est follow 
corn with corn; perhaps, in the East, 
it is realized that the tim e has been 
when the change was forced on them, 
as it must be, eventually, in the W est. 
We may follow corn after corn now 
and for some years to come success­ 
fully, but we’ll have to stop it some­ 
time. 
Further, why should we con­ 
tinue it until forced to stop, either in 
the West 01 elsewhere?

Asbestos and its uses 
The mineral 
unique is asbestos. 
Different from every other m aterial in 
its occurrence, m ining and prepara­ 
tion for the m arket, it forms an en­ 
tire study in itself. 
It was first mined about a hundred 
years ago. chiefly as interesting to 
the geologist and mineralogist, and of 
little or no commercial value. 
About 
1868 it was at first used commercial­ 
ly in the m anufacture of roofing felt 
and cement. 
Early attem pts to spin 
this fiber were unsuccessful, but the 
difficulties have nowT been overcome, 
so that a 
single 
asbestos 
thread, 
weighing not more than one ounce 
per IOO yards, which has a pretty fair 
strength, may be made. 
In Its spun 
state it is used largely as yarn for 
packing valves, etc., for which use 
it has many advantages. 
Asbestos ropes for fire departm ents 
are made entirely of asbestos, or as­ 
bestos with a core of steel. 
W ith 
the steel wire core a three-quarter 
inch rope carried nearly 2,000 pounds. 
W ithout the core the three-quarter 
inch rope carries over 300 pounds, 
and suffices for firemen’s purposes.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Kansas. 
He was 96 years old.

Mr. Wood came here in 1847, and
